Coliman, Ala., June 28.—(Spe­ 
cial.)—With a prayer on bin lipa, 
W alter Hardley, negro desperado, 
went to his death here today with 
that 
name 
stoicism 
that 
ha» 
marked a rareer almoat unparal­ 
leled in the*criminal annals of 
Alabama. 
“Lord have mercy on my soul,” 
were the laat worda that were 
spoken by the condemned man, a» 
the black cap was pulled down 
over his head. 
Then Sheriff A. 
A. 
Kollo, 
of Cullman county, 
sprung the trap, and the body »hot 
down through the scaffold, where 
it hung suspended by the neck un­ 
til physicians pronounced life as 
extinct. 
It wax 10:40 o’clock when Hardley 
stepped onto the scaffold and it 
wan 11:25 when he wax pronounced 
dead. 
Much of the intervening 
time had been spent in the deliv­ 
ery of an address and in prayer 
In hit* talk from the gallowt*. 
Hardley confessed to the murder 
of I. E. Jones, the white merchant 
of Hanccville. for who** murder 
he was sentenced to die. He also 
admitted that he had been a bad 
man and appealed to his hearers 
to profit by hit* fate. 
He stated 
that God had forgiven him his 
crimes, and that he felt safe as to 
the future. 
At the conclusion of 
his talk, the negro prayed for 
three minutes. 
He asked for di­ 
vine mercy on all thus* present, 
including himself. 
The negro was attended by two 
while ministers of the gospel, Dr. 
Dickenson of Birmingham, and 
Dr. (’lay I Hudson of Cullman. 
The body was cut down at IT:2f> 
and turned over to' relatives for 
burial.

The Neuste Nachtrichten, of Berlin, 
a Krupp organ, says: “ If von Kuehl­ 
mann had delivered a speech in France 
of the same nature he did in Berlin he 
would have been arrested for ‘defeat­ 
ism* like Cailleux.” 
A sensation has been caused in Ber­ 
lin by the Reichstag speech of demo­ 
cratic leader, Herr itaurnann, in which 
he asked the government to tell the 
people just where they s|ood. "W hat 
is the Use of keeping on fighting, if 
victory brings us out of the contest

Hardley, heavily manacled, was re­ 
moved to Cullman at an early hour 
this morning. He was In the custody 
of Sheriff Rollo, of Cullman, Deputy 
Woodall and two other deputies. The 
prisoner left here on Train No. 16, 
Sheriff Forman and Deputy Beasley 
going later on No. 1. This was a ruse 
to prevent any possible effort to res­ 
cue the prisoner. A large crowd had 
gathered at the Decatur station to 
view the negro, but they were disap­ 
pointed and had only the satisfaction 
of seeing Morgan county*» big law 
officer climb on board.

The jail jani­ 
tor is now under indictment charged 
with complicity in the first attem pt to 
escrpe. 
Hardley killed J. F. Jone», a white 
merchant of Hanceville, who was shot 
down during the darkness of the night. 
He was arrested and plat ed in the Bir- 
jatl, makuig two escapes.
